It was his 
first major speech since he was 
named by Gen. Omar Bradley to 
direct VA activities in the states 
of Georgia, Florida, Alabama, 
South Carolina, and Tennesee. 


| Highlights of the deputy admin- | 


istrator’s Miami speech included 
the following announcements: 

(1) The present 8,782-bed capac- 
ity of the VA in this area will be 
increased to more than 13,000 beds. 
Construction has already been au- 
thorized for new hospitals and ad- 
ditions to present structures which 
will almost meet this goal. 

(2) The VA will require 375 
doctors to serve hospital patients 
‘in this area. Many more will be 
needed to offer out-patient service 
and to handle pension claims. Se- 
lection of medical personnel of the 
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under way, but continues to re- 
main the major problem facing 


(3) The five-state area which 
comprises Branch No. 5, headed 
by Slaton, eventually wi)’ serve an 
estimated total of 1,262,904 vet- 
erans of World War II. There are | 
262,197 World War I veterans in| 
the same area. 

(4) VA branch offices, located | 
in each state in the area, already 
have been expanded manyfold to 


| handle the rapidly increasing work | 


load. Ninety-two field offices have 

been established in major commu. 
nities and at military separation 
point; to aid veterans in applying 
for benefits. 

Discussing the VA’s medica! 
program, Slaton pointed out that 
opening of the Nautilus hospital— 
new veteran hospital recently 
taken over from the Army in 
Miami—brings the total of VA hos- 
pitals in the five states to 13. 
Funds have already been request- 
ed for the operation of an addi- 
tional 3,185 beds within the com- 
ing months and gppropriations 
will be requested for an additional 
1,600 beds next year.

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Why Postpone the Inevitable? 


Argentina stands indicted before the 
nations of the Western Hemisphere. 


The documented charges contained in 
the state department “blue book” consti- 
tute one of the most serious revelations 
in the history of inter-American affairs. 
They show that the Argentine government 
not only was a collaborator with che Axis, 
but that her military government remains 
a threat to the peace and order of the 
western world. 


It is possible that the publication of the 
memorandum will bring about a change 
in the Argentine government in the presi- 
dential election in tha* nation this week. 


If, however, Col. Peron and his military 
clique remain in power, we lave no choice 
but to break forma! diplomatic relations. 


Our government has indicated that she 
cannot be a party with the existing Argen- 
tine administration to a pact of mutual 
assistance which would be implemented 
by the creation of a permanent military 
agency charged with the defense of the 
Western Hemisphere. 


Since such a pact is scheduled as the 
main business of the Inter-American con- 
ference in Rio in March, the whole ques- 
tion of mutual assistance and hemispheri- 
cal defense hinges on the relationship be- 
tween Argentina and the other American 
nations. The “blue book” disclosures 


clearly indicate that the American nations 
did not trust Argentina with their secrets 
in wartime. There is no indication that 
the Peron crowd can be trusted with mili- 
tary information now. 


The memorandum asserts that Argen- 
tina’s policies, from the Castillo regime to 
the present, represent a conspiracy on the 
part of a handful of totalitarian-minded 
persons against the American people, the 
American republics, the Allies, the United 
Nations and the peace of the world. This 
bad faith, continues the memorandum, can 
be cured only when our brother people of 
Argentina are represented by a govern- 
ment which inspires full faith and confi- 
dence at home and abroad. 


It might have been possible to over- 
look Argentina’s two-faced policy of col- 
laborating with the enemy under the guise 
of a war declara.ion against Germany. 
But the Americas cannot overlook the 
grave potentiality of a monster Nazism in 
this of any part of the world. The “blue 
book” asserts that in Argentina the Ger- 
mans have an economic organization—in- 
dustrial, commercial and _ agricultural—to 
provide a base for the reconstitution of 
German aggressive power during the pe- 
riod when the homeland is still occupied. 


The world now admits it should have 
stopped Hitlerism in its youth. Why in- 
vite World War III by countenancing 
Nazism under Col. Peron? 


Honor the Badge of the Purple Heart 


Washington’s birthday anniversary will 
be an appropriate time to pay tribute to 
wearers of the Purple Heart decoration 
because the citation was established by 
Gen. Washington during the most critical 
period of his command. 


The Purple Heart is the oldest military 
decoration in the United States. It was 
the first in the world ever awarded to 
enlisted men. It is a badge of honor in 
that it signifies that the wearer was 
wounded by enemy action in defense of 
his country. 


The military order of the Purple Heart 
has an interesting history. Tory politi- 
cians in the Continental Congress limited 
enlistments to one year, without discharge 
or disability compensation. Congress also 
denied further promotion of enlisted men 
to officers, or payment of a cash bonus. On 


Aug. 7, 1782, Gen. Washington issued the 
general order instituting the Purple Heart 
to rebuild the morale and rekindle the 
enthusiasm and loyalty of his officers 
and men. 


The origin of the order somehow got 
lost in the succeeding 150 years. In 1932 
old documents were found that established 
the authenticity of Washington’s order. On 
Washington’s birthday anniversary in 1932 
Gen. MacArthur, then chief of staff, issued 
the general order re-establishing the Pur- 
ple Heart decoration. 


In honoring the memory of our first 
president, we can think of no more appro- 
priate symbolism than the Purple Heart. 
It recalls a gailant commander who led his 
countrymen through trying times to estab- 
lish a natior of liberty. It also symbolizes 
the wounds of those who have fought to 
defend their nation.

The Yalta Secret Agreement 


(Editor’s Note: Ralph McGill, whose column usually appears 
here, is making a study of European occupation zones.) 


Most important about the Yalta secret agreement are its manner 
and its establishment for Americans of a precedent. To persuade 
the Soviet Union to enter the war against Japan, the American 
President made concessions in disagreement with principles pre- 
viously signed by the Big Three heads of the states—the Atlantic 
Charter. 

The agreement was entered into without the knowledge of the 
American secretary of state, to say nothing of the senate, which 
shares treaty-making powers. Exactly as at Munich, which sets the 
pattern for all successive conferences, territory was disposed of 
without consultation with the most interested party—in this case 
China. Though the agreement was qualified by the words “it is 
understood that the agreement vill require concurrence of Chiang 
Kai-shek,” circumstances reduced it to an ultimatum. 

The agreement is o’ vital importance especially as regards 
Manchuria, whose invasion, like the invasion of Poland, was an 
original cause of war. Dairen port becomes practically Russian 
under the phrase. “internationalization” with pre-eminent rights of 
Russia safeguarded. Port Arthur becomes a Russian naval base. 
The Chinese Eastern and South Manchurian railroads will be op- 
erated by a Soviet Chinese company also with Russian rights guar- 
anteed as “pre-eminent.” Thus the promise of “China’s full sov- 
ereignty in Manchuria” is entirely dependent on Russia’s whim 
and is exactly as meaningful as the promise of a “strong, free, and 
independent Poland.” 


: Just why the Soviets should have been 
An Open Question bribed by prodigious gains of territory 
and power to enter a war in which the Allies “sought no territory 
aggrandizements” and when it was already almost over, remains 
an open question. The Soviet Union alone has collected territory 
and an extended sphere of influence as a result of every interna- 
tional agreement she has made since 19939. 

In return for her pact of benevolent neutrality with Hitler 
Russia received part of the Baltic States and took all of them, part 
of Finland, and part of Poland. When attacked by Germany she 
insisted that the Atlantic Charter prohibiting territorial gains date 
from 1941 instead of 1939 and thus her gains under the Molotov- 
Ribbentrop pact were confirmed by the Allies. As “compensation” 
Poland was then handed, this time without the agreement of either 
the U. S. A. or Britain, approximately one-fourth of Germany— 
an act which amounted to the first partition of Europe, and will 
prove fateful. 

Under whatever device of annexation or of “friendly govern- 
ments” Russia has thus picked up most of Hitler’s conquests in 
eastern Europe and perhaps eventually will inherit the bulk of 
Japan’s conquests on the Asiatic mainland. In the meantime, while 
successfully maintaining that in these areas other Allies may not 
interfere, in every other part of the world—western Europe, the 
Mediterranean, the Middle East and the South Pacific island coun- 
tries—Russia demands to be heard. 


eons ae Another angle, however, must engage 
New Definitions Americans. Russian expansionism, direct 
or indirect, involves new definitions of democracy, and effects radi- 
cal changes in the systems under which people live, or hoped to 
live. Hundreds of thousands of Poles, for instance, and tens of 
thousands of Yugoslavs fear to return home or are escaping from 
their counties. In eastern Europe millions, native to towns and 
villages for centuries, are forcibly uprooted. 

All this is incompatible with western concepts of democracy, 
and defense of these policies force our own people to redefine 
what they mean by “democracy.” Probably Lincoln’s Gettysburg 
formulation “government of, by, and for the people” has hitherto 
been the simplest and truest description. By the “new,” and, ap- 
parently, to some of our liberals, superior “democracies” are, at 
best, governments “for” the people—neither “of” nor “by.” We 
used to have an accurate name for this. It was not called ‘‘democ- 
racy” but “benevolent despotism.” 

Now, a nation cannot forever divorce foreign and domestic 
policies nor define democracy one way abroad and another at home. 
If over half the globe we accept as democracy despotic leadership 
provided it rests upon indoctrinated masses, brutal purging of all 
dissident minorities, and reducing the concept of elections contain- 
ing the element of free choice to plebiscites which are nothing but 
the duty to confirm, we shall soon be put to it to explain why what 
we support for others is not good for ourselves. 

The decline of a nation always sets in when it falls out of its 
own character. The Russians are not falling out of character. De- 
spite their radical] revolution Russia remains what she has always 
been: imperial, tyrannical, egalitarian, and messianic. It is the 
West that is falling out of character and especially the United 
States ... That “sweet land of liberty” whom once we abjured in 
song to be ever-ready to die “to make men free.” 


They ll Be Looking at 
Lady Liberty Today 


Well, the long waiting is almost over for 

the Jones family. According to a telephoned 

message from the American Red Cross, the S. S. 

Vulcania with Mrs. Ralph T. Jones Jr. and Miss Christine Jean 

Jones, 18 months, on board, will dock at New York today. That 

means we'll be welcoming them in person, at the Terminal station, 
tomorrow or Wednesday. 

The Red Cross is doing a pretty swell job, co-operating with 
the Army in bringing all these British wives of our soldiers and 
ex-soldiers to their waiting husbands and their new homes in the 
United States. 

They take care of them, every foot of the way, until they 
deliver them safely to the husband and father, or some member 
of his immediate family. 

Incidentally, when they do turn the wife and baby over to the 
husband, the Army and the Red Cross consider the duty fulfilled. 
They will bring them right to the doorstep, if desired. 

But if the husband, for instance, meets the 


End of the Job ship at New York, it is his responsibility once 
he has welcomed his wife. It is then up to him to secure train 
reservations and to pay for them. The Army’s duty is to deliver 
wife and, if any, baby safely to him and then the Army’s job 
is done. 

One nice little item the Red Cross provides. If the newly arrived 
wife needs more money than she has the Red Cross will advance 
it, the total to be repaid by the husband at the end of the journey. 
And, regardless of station in life in England, it is quite possible 
not a few of the wives will be running short of funds before they 
reach husbandly arms. It has been difficult, because of the strike 
which has made cabling impossible for weeks, added to the British 
restriction on the amount of currency hich can be taken out of 
that country, for many of the wives to carry much with them in 
the way of cash. . 

So the Red Cross stands by, ready to meet any emergency and 
trusting the husband to refund any unusual expense involved. 


That’s nice. 

: os A. lot of people have been wondering 
Will They Like Us? whether these new-coming English wives 
of Georgia boys will like us, and like our state. That, of course, 
is more important than whether we like them. For one involves 
the other; if they like us we can’t help liking them, and vice versa. 

It is they, though, who have left the only homes they have 
known, who will, at the start, at least, be the strangers among us. 
Thus the obligation to make them content and happy and at home 
with us is greater than is their obligation to accept and like us 
and our homes. 

They ‘are coming, you 
the one they leave. 

Take the matter of distances and area, alone. Georgia, in area, 
is larger than England and Wales combined. A journey,-in Eng- 
land. from one end of the country to the other, is unusual, a great 
undertaking for the average individual. Yet we think nothing, in 
normal times, of traveling from one end of the state to the other, 
down into Florida or into the Carolinas, Tennessee or Alabama, 
for a weekend holiday. 

We have a greater mileage of well-paved highways than has 
England, yet we can ride into impassable roads anywhere, within 
a few miles, roads far worse than the worst to be found in England.

: Georgia, with the larger area, has a 
Different Countryside population less than one-twelfth that 
of England. Georgia, over large areas, looks uncultivated, wild, 
undeveloped. Very different from the trim, ordered appearance of 
almost all the English countryside. 

In our cities our homes stand on lots which are rare in England. 
They haven’! the land to spare. 

Our gardens often fuse into each other, without dividing wall 
or hedge. Never, a yard is England but is strictly separated by 
wall or fence from its neighbor. 

Almost every home here has a telephone. We use the phone 
as casually as we chat from our garden to the neighbor's. We 
live in our gardens and on our porches with an openness that will 
seem strange to most of these English girls. 

But I think they will like our way of life. I think, if we accept 
them with kindness, they wi!l naturally slip into our ways of doing 
things and find contentment and happiness thereby. 

In short, I think they will be valuable additions to Georgia. 

They may, in time, even come to prefer coffee to tea.

Ickes’ Parting Shot 
Not Altogether Fair 


WASHINGTON.—Aside from the merits of 
the controversy as a whole, it must be apparent 
that Secretary Ickes was not playing altogether 

fair with the President when, as a parting shot to his resignation, 
he made the following cryptic comment: “I don’t want to stay in 
an administration where I am expected to commit perjury for the 
sake of the party.” 

The reference was, of course, to the testimony he had given 
The Senate Naval Affairs Committee on the nomination of Edwin 
W. Pauley as undersecretary of the Navy. 

Asked by newspapermen if he meant to say President Truman 
wanted him to commit perjury, Mr. Ickes was somewhat equivocal. 
“I didn’t say that,” was his only reply. 

His comment was so worded that it carries the implication it 
was aimed at the President. Certainly there are some who will 
draw this conclusion from it, although in the context of his letter 
of resignation and other statements made on the subject he seemed 
to make it clear enough that Mr. Truman had never-said anything 
to him which could possibly be construed as a suggestion that he 
perjure himself. 

Accepting Ickes’ own words, the President enjoined him specifi- 
cally to “tell the truth,” and that is just the antithesis of perjury, 


of course. 

° ’ The former cabinet officer does not say 
Tell the Truth who it was within the administration that 
expected him to perjure himself. But with the instructions he him- 
self had from the President, the head of the administration, it is 
not easy to see where he was being entirely square about his charge. 

The thing that forced Mr. Ickes’ resignation as a member of 
the cabinet had nothing to do with any willingness or unwilling- 
ness on his part to perjure himself. 

What made his position in the cabinet untenable after his testi- 
mony before the committee was that he tossed a political bomb- 
shell at a high appointment made by the White House without 
tipping off his superior, who was the President. 

Mr. Ickes has sought to justify himself by shifting the onus of 
responsibility to the President for failing to ask him about his 
objections to Pauley. He claims that Pauley himself had advised 
the President in advance that his nomination would be opposed by 
the Old Curmudgeon. 

Another point on the same score he makes is that he gave 
the President an opening to discuss the matter when he showed 
him the telegram summoning him as a witness before the senate 
committee. 

That was when Mr. Truman told him-to tell the truth, but to 


deal gently with the appointee. 

S eee It must be apparent from the Presi- 
Unanticipated Attack dent's remark that he did not antici- 
pate the kind of attack Ickes was planning to make on Pauley. He 
probably assumed that the Interior Department head was prepared 
to raise some academic question about the propriety of an oil man 
serving in an administrative capacity in a department which has a 
vital interest in oil and oil reserves. 

If the Ickes attack had been confined to questions of that kind 
it is hardly likely that his testimony would have produced the 
repercussions it did. 

But there was a definite feeling inside the administration that 
the Curmudgeon went out of bounds when he made a personal 
torpedo attack on the nomination without first consulting the 
President. 

What Mr. Ickes should have done is to have gone to the White 
House and laid his cards against Pauley before the President. He 
could have done this before the appointment was made or imme 
diately after. 

That would have given Mr. Truman an opportunity to weigh 
the matter in private. 

Not having done this, Mr. Ickes is naturally open to the suspi- 
cion of having planted the whole Pauley opposition with the senate 
committee. He could have done so directly or indirectly. In either 
case the result was the same 

In any event, what he did made him about as popular with the 
cabinet as a man with the measles. Anticipating that he would be 
forced to retire ultimately, he sought to beat the President to the 
gun by handing in his resignation first. Whereupon Mr. Truman 
turned the tables on him by accepting his resignation a month and 
a half in advance of the date set by Ickes—or almost immediately.

The only survivor of the crew

There followed, he said, a day 
of freezing death, of praying and 
backbreaking rowing and bleeding 
wounds filling with salt spray. 

One of the first to die under the 
merciless pounding was Mrs. Ja- 
quard’s husband, the cook. Then, 
with Ells muttering a prayer over | 
each body, the crew died, one by 
one. 

Land was sighted shortly before 
the cold afternoon deepened into 
darkness. As the few remaining 
Survivors let out a feeble cheer, 
Mrs. Jaquard sobbed, turned her 
head toward the shore and died. 


As Ells maneuvered the frail 
craft to shore at Lake Midway 
shortly before midnight, the only 
other man alive in the boat was 
Muise. Ells brought the sailor 
ashore and tried to carry him on 
his back, but Muise died before 
help came.
